Religious superstition enters largely into the 
custome of the Russians. Of this the blessing of 
the waters of the Neve is « striking instance, The 
th of January (the i@th by the Russian calen 
dar.) is the day chosen for this ceremony, whose 
objcet s to render the waters of the Neva propiti 
ous for navigation. An octangular temple, adorn- 
ed with pectures, gilded angels and religious em- 
biems, is erected on the frozen surface of the river, 
opposite the winter palace. This temple is united 
with the land by « light weeden bridge supported 
on piles. In the centre of the building, « hole has 
been cut im the ice, whieh at this period is usually 
from five to six feet thick. A dove, another em- 
biem of superstition of the country, is suspended 
above it. In the morning the Emperor and Em- 
press, with the Imperial family, attend divine ser- 
vier, which lasts frem eleven o'clock until mid 
day. As soon as it @ over, the procession sallies 
forth from the palace, having at ite head a priest 
bearing a lantern, and several others carrying ban 
hers, crosses venerated images. The Arch 
bishop, and al! the clergy of the capital, adorned in 
their richest ornaments, chanters of the Court, 
pages and officers of the Guard form the first part 
of the procession; then comes the Czar, followed 
by the Grand Dukes, high dignitaries of State, ge 
nesals and courtiers, all bare headed and walking 
ia silence. 

As oon as the Emperor reaches the pavilion, 
the archimandrite recites the usua) prayers, and 
the chanters respond. To bless the river, the pre- 
late plunges a silver cross imte the hole which bas 
veen offtued at his feet; he then presents to the 
Emperor a cup-tull of this consecrated water. A 
salvo of artillery announces the end of the cere- 
y, which lasts for about twenty minutes, du 
ting which those present remain bareheaded in « 
St. Petersburg January. The Empress and ladies 
of the court contemplate the sight, and the crowd 
whieh lines the bank of the river, from the win- 
lows of the palace. As soon as the distinguished 
have withdrawn, the crowd rash to the spot 
to obtain & portion of the consecrated water. Mo 
thers will plunge their infants unte the consecrated

But notwithstanding all this, their re-uniens are 
cold and tormal.

WASHINGTON ’S BIRTH-DAY. |

Statement that the anniversary of Washington’s | 
Birth-Dey is the 234 of February, and not the 824 
The facts of the matter are these: When the new 
style was introduced inte England, in 1752, eleven 
days were added to the old style, the Md of Sep 
tember of thet year being reckoned the 4th. The 
object of thes change was to rectify the calendar 
the vernal equines having receded ten days from 
the true date m 1532, as ascertaumed by the Coun 
cil of Nice, and eleven days by 1752. Now the 
year 1800, the regular fourth yeer, wae not count 
eda leap yeer—astronomers having decided that | 
wm order to deep the calendar right, the leap year 
must be omutied af the beginning of every century, | 
except every fourth century—and consequently it | 
is argued that there are now feeelee days difference | 
between old and new style. Washington was ber 
on the i ith of February 1732, old style, and add 
ing twelve days for the difference between old | 
and sew style, would make the 23d instead of the 
fad. But although, in one sense, the 23d is the
